In Girl Scouting, we believe that 
our program is a positive experience 
for girls, providing them with many 
things that are important in their 
lives. This perception was recently 
confirmed through a noteworthy 
study conducted by Louis Harris and 
Associates. The Girl Scouts: Who We 
Are, What We Think shows that girls 
place a high value on their Girl Scout 
experiences and believe that Girl 
Scouting really makes a difference in 
their lives. 

The study reveals that today’s Girl 
Scouts are ethnically, racially and 
economically diverse. They enjoy 
participating in fun activities and 
making friends in the “girls only” 
setting of the Girl Scouts. And they 
welcome opportunities to take on 
responsibility and to make their own 
decisions. 

The girls surveyed said that Girl 
Scouting offers them more leadership 
opportunities than does school. 
Nearly 72 percent of the teenage girl 
Scouts surveyed report that they have 
leadership opportunities in their Girl 
Scout troops, while less than half said 
they experience similar opportunities 
in the classroom. 

In addition, nearly 66 percent said 
they often make decisions about what 
goes on in their Girl Scout troops.
